Menlo Park City Councilmen 
just have no use for the “town 
house” principle of residential 
| construction. 

They made their sentiments 
known at Tuesday night’s study 
meeting when they took a first 
look at a 223-unit development 
proposed for a pocket of unin- 
corporated area between Menlo 
Park and Atherton near E] Ca- 
mino Real. 

Councilmen made it appa- 
rent that a detailed letter of 
protest will be presented te 
the San Mateo County Plan- 
ning Commission when the 
proposed subdivision of nine 
acres comes before them on 
Wednesday of next week. 

“I think that if both Menlo 
Park and Atherton protest this, 
the county won’t go along with 
it,” commented Mayor William 
R. Lawson. 

The nine-acre site lies be- 
hind the Red Cottage and 
Roger Reynolds Nursery prop- 
erty fronting on El Camino 
Real. Buckthorn Avenue and 
the S.P. railroad are other 
boundaries. 

The city planning commis- 
sion has already announced its 
opposition. 

The name chosen by the de- 
velopers is Park Forest sub- 
division. They propose to build 
groups of garden apartments, 
totalling 152 units, linking 71 
so-called “town houses’—two- 
story homes built with com- 
mon walls. 

Councilman Silas Payne said 
he’d heard that the developers 
planned to ask $45,000 to 
$47,500 for the town houses. 

City planner Bob Ironside 
had been talking with the 
developers in an effort to 
eliminate some ox the garden 
apartment area in favor of, 
perhaps, six-story apart-

» Ravenswood Bond Issue 
Deserving of Support 


A bond authorization election on October 8 of this 
: year has been given the official seal of approval by the 
* Ravenswood City School District board of trustees. 


We have watched the administration develop the pro- 
5 gram with the help of research pulled together by a com- 
mittee of citizens. 
And we think it is a good, sensible program which 
should be supported by the electorate. 


In the coming weeks and months, we will have more 
to say about the program itself. 


At this point, we would like to emphasize that voters 
; will be asked to give the board authorization to sell $850,000 
* in bonds. 

Coupled with $206,000 in bonds authorized but not 
spent in 1959, these bonds will be sufficient to make the 
district legally able to apply for a no-interest state school 
construction loan. 


It may be that the board will not need to sell all 
of these bonds in order to meet the state requirements. 
This was the case in 1959. However, a safety margin 
is essential, Supt. of Schools Roderic V. Moore has 
said. 

The exact amount needed to bond the district to 
capacity won't be known until assessed value figures for the 
new fiscal year have been determined. That won't hap- 
pen until August. 

Why does a school district have to sell bonds to qualify 
for the state school building program? 

State law requires it. The district must legally “im- 
poverish” itself by being bonded to within five per cent 
of its total assessed valuation. 

This entitles the district to participation in the state 
loan program —and also allows it to take advantage 
of liberal loan repayment terms which are, in effect, a 
write-off of part of the loan. 

If a district embarked on a construction program with- 
out being bonded to capacity, the state loan repayment 
could not be arranged to include this kind of “break.” 

The district tax rate would have to go up in order to 
handle repayment charges. 

Under the state “impoverished district” plan, repay- 
ment costs can’t exceed 45 cents per $100 on the property 
tax rate. Ravenswood district residents are currently re- 
paying the 1959 loan at this figure. 

If the October election is successful, there would 
be no change in this limit — and no change in the total 
tax rate. 

If the election does not pass, the district faces the 
problem of continuing the operation of unequal facilities 
at district schools — and a future return to double sessions.

Tax Picture Still Vague

The last few weeks of any 
regular legislative session are 
always a hurly-burly of activity, 
of pressures and counter-pres- 
sures, of frantic efforts to get 
things going. 

This one is no different from 
its predecessors. With less than 
four weeks to go as I write 
this, most major issues are still 
before us, though some of 
them may be finally decided 
within days. 

Our real legislative “ice- 
berg” —nine-tenths conceal- 

ed for the time by contro- 
versial meastires — is the 
$3.25 billion state budget bill. 
Fiscal committees in both 
houses have been laboring with 
its many details for months. 
Until it is reported to the floor 
of each house for action, some 
time in the closing days, much 
legislation will back-log behind 
it, including some $230 million 
in proposed appropriations for 
many special purposes. 

We know that changes in the 
budget will be made, but just 
what is anyone’s guess right 
now. 

The administration tax pro- 
gram started to move recently, 
but is involved in hot, and 
sometimes bitter controversy. 
The bill to speed up insurance 
tax payments, but which oppo- 
nents claimed would actually 
raise them some $66 million, 
passed the Assembly by a tight 
vote. 

The keystone measure, 
which would put personal 
state income tax on a with- 
holding basis, has crawled 
over its first hurdles, but ob- 
servers don’t think its chanc- 
es for enactment are great. 
The third major measure in 
the group, to speed up bank 
and corporation tax payments, 
has come out of committee, but 
is still strongly opposed. 
Involved in the fate of the 
budget and tax bills is the im- 
portant question of state sup- 
port of public schools. The ad- 
ministration program calls for 
an increase of about $30 mil- 
lion per year over the amount 


needed to meet normal growth. 

In addition, a property tax to 
“equalize” resources as_ be- 
tween school districts is recom- 
mended, which would raise 
about $25 million annually. The 
bill, supported by most educa- 
tors, calls for additional state 
support of $100 million annu- 
ally, as well as the equalizing 
tax. If this latter measure 
were enacted, the administra- 
tion budget would be thrown 
greatly out of kilter.

The bill to provide more 
money for local streets and 
roads by raising the gas tax 
one per cent and other high- 
way user taxes proportionately 
has passed the Senate. It was 
amended to require action by 
the supervisors or city council 
before it could go into effect 
in a county or city. 

In the Assembly, the bill 
has already been amended 
again to permit local levy of 
an additional one-half per 
cent ad valorem tax on ve- 
hicles, the proceeds to be 
used for mass transit needs. 
About $30 million annually 
would be raised by this new 
tax. 

In this form, the measure is 
given a good chance of passage, 
but there is still speculation as 
to whether it would be signed 
into law. 

As might be expected, the 
legal deadlines set for consid- 
eration of its own bills by each 
house (June 6 for the Senate, 
June 11 for the Assembly) are 
creating some problems for us 
legislators. This is particularly 
true as to social insurance leg- 
islation. 

Significant workmen’s com- 
pensation, unemployment in- 
surance and disability insur- 
ance bills thus affected are be- 
ing carefully watched by all 
interested. 

The going during our clos- 
ing weeks will be rough on all 
of us. Our responsibility will 
never be greater, and the re- 
sults of our labor on these 
and other important issues will, 
to an extent, shape the future 
of California.

(He added that passage of 
an advanced college placement 
test is needed at that point and 
noted that not all colleges ac- 
cept this for credit.) 

In the past, the school had 
offered advanced biology to all 
four grade levels in one class. 
Next year, the freshmen and 
sophomores who show special 
aptitude and interest will have 
tleir own division as will the 
juniors and seniors. 

A class called Foods I will 
be offered to boys who are in- 
terested in entering the food 
trades. Zindell said he believed 
that this offering is unique in 
area high schools. 

During the controversy ov- 
er Ravenswood courses of 
study, Zindell said, the 
school was criticized for com- 
bining advanced language 
classes. This had been caused 
by low enrollment and the 
minimum class size require- 
ment, he said.

Federal 
Highway 
Funds Seen 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 


June 3, 1938: 


Federal funds for allocation 
to the states for highway work 
in 1940 and 1941, once threaten- 
ed with drastic cuts, now prom- 
ise to be continued nearer the 
present level as a result of ac- 
‘tion in congress last week. Mo- 
torists organizations through- 
out the nation have been ac- 
tively opposing curtailment of 
federal highway aid. 

Conferees representing the 
House and Senate on the feder- 
ial aid bill have agreed to raise 
regular federal aid for 1940 
from $75,000,000 to the sum of 
$100,000,000 and to add $5,000,- 
000 for “farm to market” roads 
in 1940 and 1941, making 
$15,000,000 for this purpose in 
each of the two fiscal years. 

Previously the senate had 
made drastic reductions in the 
bill as passed by the house. 
California’s share would have 
been reduced $2,000,000 for the 
two years...”

Area Schools Place 4 on All-SPAL Nine 


Menlo-Atherton Highs Bears, 
after a year-long layoff from 
all-South Peninsula Athletic 
League teams in balloting by 
covering sportswriters, made a 
big return with this year’s all- 
league varsity baseball team, 
announced this week. 

The writers had bypassed 
the Bears after the 1962 base- 
ball and football and the late 
basketball seasons, probably 
the longest drought in league 
history for any school on teams 
not chosen by the coaches. 

But three of them made

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In the Garden: 


Basic Changes Called for to Make Outdoor Living Pleasant 


When weather warms up and 
portable barbecues are put to 
frequent use once again, many 
of us realize how really inade- 
quate our means for enjoying 
them are. We like the idea of 
outdoor living but lack the re- 
finements which make it truly 
pleasureable. 

When such is the case it’s 
time to redesign the landscape, 
seeking not only new planting 
arrangements but basic archi- 
tectural changes which make 
outdoor living easy to enjoy. 

The first thing you should 
consider is access to the gar- 
den. In order to reach the 
barbecue area, do you have to 
walk through a laundry porch 
and down a set of stairs, past 
the garbage can and other un- 
Sightly items of the service 
yard? 

What you need is another 
approach, even if it means cut- 
ting a door where a window is 
now. A deck is another possi- 
bility, built at floor level and 
stepped down gradually to the 
patio where you barbecue. Or 
a deck, possibly that’s big 
enough to do your outdoor liv- 
ing on.

on a lawn, you'll no doubt find 
that some sort of paving will 
make things easier—flagstone, 
brick, concrete or even gravel. 
It will make your lawn look 
better too, when one corner of 
it isn’t trampled underfoot by 
excessive use. 

Planting is just as important 
as design to the enjoyment of 
a patio, terrace or deck. Plant- 
ing can provide needed privacy 
or shade, beld patterns and 
color. It should be done with 
an eye to easy maintenance so 
that you get a maximum of en- 
joyment from outdoor living 
with a minimum of effort. 

One of the prime requisites 
of outdoor living is privacy 
and you either can vlant it or 
build it. Planted privacy is 
more natural, more pleasant to 
live with day in and day out. 
Screens of English Laurel, Vic- 
torian Box, Privet or Brush 
Brush Cherry are fast to fill 
in and easy to maintain, if 
pruned only lightly to preserve 
an informal habit. 

When fences are chosen for 
privacy they should be softened 
with plant material—especially 
espaliered material such as Fig, 
Evergreen Pear or vining 
plants such as English Ivy or 
evergreen clematis. 

Shade is especially impor- 
tant in warm, inland gardens 
and often desirable along the 
coast too. Plant deciduous 
shade for outdoor living areas
